These  bills  picture  the  colonial  and  State,  Continental  and  United  States 
devices  and  emblems.  The  left  side  of  each  bill  is  pasted  on  sheets,  and 
the  whole  collection  bound  in  14  vole.,  small  folio.  Together  with  the  material 
described  in  the  addenda,  1708-1800 


UNDOUBTEDLY  THE  MOST  EXTENSIVE  AND  WELL-ROUNDED  COLLECTION  OF  AMERICAN  BILLS 
OF  CREDIT  IN  EXISTENCE.  A financial  history  of  18th  century  America  told  by 
the  bill s actually  used  by  the  people  as  a medium  of  exchange;  redundant  with 
names  and  inscriptions  on  the  backs  telling  for  what  purpose  they  were  used; 
in  many  cases  they  are  worn  from  hard  usage  during  the  perils  of  colonisation 
and  warfare.  The  only  wonder  is  that  so  many  have  been  preserved  by  Dr.  Cohen 
to  illuminate  the  almost  unknown  history  of  the  bills  of  credit. 

The  collection  was  gathered  by  Dr.  Cohen  between  1840  and  1865,  when  he  had 
access  to  family  papers  of  famous  men  of  the  18th  century.  From  these  he  ob- 
tained bills  and  whole  issues  that  are  now  unprocurable,  such  asfche  "Red  Bill" 
t issue  of  Maryland  from  the  Charles  Carroll  of  Carrollton  papers.  At  the  psycho- 
» logical  moment  he  secured  from  Connecticut  the  nearest  to  a complete  collection 
' of  its  paper  currency  that  oould  be  obtained.  The  rare  James  River  Bank  Notes 
i were  from  "last  survivors"  of  that  period.  Today  & collection  as  extensive  and 
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important  in  tie  financial  history  of  America  could  not  be  made.  Some  of  the 
notes  are  practically  unprocurable  in  good  condition,  such  as  the  N©w  Hampshire 
issues;  the  only  Vermont  issue,  of  which  Dr.  Stevens  wrote  in  1855:  "unknown  iq 
perfect  oondltion";the  "Iron  Dollars"  of  New  York;  the  double-sheets,  single- 
sheets and  block  of  bills.  These  last  can  rarely  be  procured  from  any  but  govern- 
ment sources  which  are  today  closed  forever.  Dr.  Cohen  also  had  access  to  the 
original  plates,  from  which  the  bills  were  printed,  which  are  now  preserved  in 
government  archives  and  unobtainable,  and  from  these  he  made  restrikes.  The 
collection  also  contains  about  125  of  the  EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  BILLS  PRINTED  BY 
BENJAMIN  FRANKLIN. 

AUTOGRAPHIC  MATERIAL.  Practically  every  bill  was  signed  by  a man  famous  in 
American  history,  including  Colonial  Governors,  Statesmen  and  Soldiers;  Members 
of  the  Continental  Congress;  Signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence;  Jurists; 
Generals  and  Financiers  of  the  Revolution;  etc.  Among  them  may  be  mentioned: 

23  bills  signed  by  John  Hart,  signer  from  New  Jersey;  17  by  John  Morton,  signer 
from  Pennsylvania;  6 by  Francis  Hopldiison,  signer  from  New  Jersey;  2 by  Robert 
Morris,  signer  from  Pennsylvania  and  financier  of  the  Revolution;  a certificate 
by  Samuel  Adams,  signer  from  Massachusetts;  etc®  The  most  reliable  men  were  picked 
by  each  State  to  sign  the  bills  and  these  will  be  mentioned  in  the  following  de- 
tailed description.

Counterfeit  bill  for 
20s.,  May  31,  1710,  endorsed  on  the  back  by  Samuel  Sewell,  who  presided  at  the 
trials  of  the  witches:  "Samuel  Cooper’s  bill  taken  from  him  upon  Search  Maroh 
24th  1715/14,  S.  S, " With  an  A.  D.  a.  by  Samuel  Sewell,  committing  the  above 
name  Cooper  to  Jail  for  counterfeiting.

In  my  files  of  Chalcidic  League  tetradrachms  are  recorded 
the  following  coins  struck  with  the  same  dies  as  those  used 
for  striking  the  Chalcidic  League  tetradrachm  in  your 
collection.

( Rhousopoulos  sale),  no.  848,  4)  Forrer,  Weber  Collection, 
no.  1907,  5)  now  in  the  European  market.  The  obv.  die 
of  your  tetraddachm  occurs  muled  with  a second  rev.  die 
on  a coin  in  the  Athens  Numismatic  Museum.  Finally,  this 
same  obv.  die  is  found  with  a third  rev.  die  on  the  following 
seven  coins:  1)  Paris,  de  Nanteuil  Collection,  no.  773,  2) 
Excavations  at  Olynthus,  VI,  no.  32,  3)  Sale  catalogue  Ars

My  dear  Mr.  Garrett, 

You  may  recall  that  in  my  letter  of  April  4th  I enumerated 
five  other  tetradrachms  of  the  Chalcidic  League  struck  by  the 
same  obverse  and  reverse  dies  as  your  coin.  Of  these  the  fourth 
was  no.  1907  of  the  Weber  Collection,  a collection  purchased 
by  Spink  in  1918  and  since  dispersed  by  the  same  firm. 

The  Weber  coin  was  badly  double- struck  along  the  profile 
of  the  face  and  yours  is  not;  otherwise  the  two  coins  are  so 
identical,  even  to  small  surface  blemishes  and  nicks  along 
the  edge  of  the  flan,  that  1 suspect  that  your  piece  is  the 
same  coin  as  Weber  1907  and  that  the  bad  double-striking  along 
the  profile,  apparent  in  the  Weber  Catalogue’s  photograph 
of  the  coin,  has  been  almost  effaced  by  retouching  at  some 
time  between  1918  aX  the  present. 

May  I ask  if  you  will  be  so  good  as  to  tell  me  whether 
the  coin  came  into  your  collection  before  or  after  1918; 
if  before,  identity  with  the  Weber  coin  is  of  course  impossible, 
and  we  should  have  disconcerting  evidence  that  two  different 

coins  can  be  identical  even  to  the  minutest  of  blemishes  

but  this  seems  out  of  the  question.
